REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1881. 


Sea ret NG). 16 
W. B. Dow. Prudential Committee. 


This District has had no school this year, the pupils having been 
distributed in the adjoining schools. The house is unfit for use; the 
numbers are few, and the children nearly or quite as well accommo- 
dated in those schools, as far as distance is concerned, as they would 
be in their own school house. Three families, on making petition, 
have been legally and permanently set off from this District and join- 
ed to District No. 5. 


DISTRICT NO. 2: 
. Ira Davidson. Prudential Committee. 


The Summer and Fall terms, taught by Miss Ella E. Wood of 
Acworth, were characterized by good order and thorough work. — If 
the progress made was slow, it was sure, and will be a good founda- 
tion for more rapid work in the future. One noticeably good feature 
was the frequent and careful writing of exercises upon the board. I 
wish all our schools had made as good a beginning in English Com- 
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position, a branch which is much neglected in them but which is of 
quite as much practical importance as any of the others. 

The Fall term was taught by Miss Orre A. Isham. I was una- 
ble to visit this school at its close, but its beginning promised well, and 
I learn that it was a pleasant and profitable one to the scholars. 

This district has bought half a set of outline maps and will probably 


buy the remaining half next year. E 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 
Henry Wiley, Prudential Committee. 


Two terms, both taught by Miss Annie L. Thayer, of Aeworth, 
who has had long experience and does good work. The advanced 
class in geography was particularly successful. 

Two boys left this school sometime during the Fall term, on ac- 
count of some disaffection, which, so far as I could judge, was 
without sufficient cause, thereby losing much valuable instruction 
which they much need. The attendance of one of these boys was 
several weeks less than the law requires. 

If when such trouble arises, parents would be careful to learn both 
sides of it, probably they would seldom allow their children to re- 
move themselves from’school. The best of teachers make mistakes, 
as do the best of parents, but itis no more right that children, on this 
account, should be deprived of their school training, than of their 
home training. 

The schools are for the scholars and not for the teachers. If the 
teacher is incompetent, let her be properly dismissed. If she is com- 
petent and trying to do her best, let the children have the benefit of 
the school.

DISTRICT NO. 4. 
H. M. Elwell. Prudential Committee. 


This school was taught throughout the year—three terms—by Miss 
Mary A. Simpson. ‘The want of interest which has been apparent 


~ 
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among the pupils for some years previous, has in a good degree dis- 
appeared and a better spirit prevails. The attendance is still some- 
what defective and consequently the scholarship is not quite what it 
might be, but the school has gone on uninterruptedly and with mu- 
tual good feeling, and good progress has been made. Now if the 
parents will co-operate with the teacher in securing good attendance, 
I see no reason why this may not become a good school in all res- 
pects. New outline maps are needed in this District. 


Bis LiCL NO. 5. 
C. F. Retting, Prudential Committee. 


Miss Mattie L. Sawyer taught the Summer term, and Miss Carrie 


W. Sawyer the Winter term. Both these ladies came from Salisbury, 


N.H. The school was quiet and orderly, good feeling prevailed, 
and good advancement was made throughout the year in all the 
classes. Particular attention was given to English composition. The 
scholars of this District expect to be obedient and to be satisfied with 
their teachers, consequently they usually find that they have good 


_ teachers, and the teachers usually find that they can devote the most 


of their time and strength to giving instruction, the proper work 
of the school-room. 

This district has recently bought outline maps. It should get a 
dictionary. Such helps if properly used, are of more value to the 
children, than the weeks of school of which they deprive them. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 
A. Currier, Prudential Committee, 


Miss Fanny Hall, of Springfield, Vt., taught the Summer term. 
There was was less interest and vigor in the work than this school 
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usually manifests, still there were obedience and industry, and econ- 
siderable progress was made especially by the little children. 

The Fall term was taught by Miss Sarah A. Porter. This was a 
successful term. Miss Porter has had long experience, and is 
thorough and painstaking. The scholars of this District expect to do 
what is required of them, and are constant in attendance. With 
these conditions, success was a matter of course. ‘This school needs 


a dictionary. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Eight children between the ages of five and fifteen years are re- 
ported as not attending any school. There is a law of the State 
which may be enforced by fines, requiring all children between the 
ages of eight and fourteen years. to attend school at least twelve weeks 
every year. Perhaps this law may have escaped the notice of some, 
although it is kept conspicuously posted in all the Districts. How 
many of these non-attendants are between the ages of eight and four- 
teen, I do not know. but call attention to the matter. Of course the 
object of this law is not the fines, but to secure to the chiidren 
the edueation which American citizens must have. : 

The foregoing report shows that our schools have been unusually 
quiet and successful this year. Prudential Committees have been 
either very careful or very lucky in choosing teachers, and the par- 
ents have generally sustained them. The school in Distriet No. 3 is 
not quite easy to hold, but it has good material and we hope that next 
year it will outgrow its faults as fast as the one in District No. 4, 
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‘ly in a worse condition, has during this year. If 
thers are all right, there will undoubtedly be very 
. the children. — 54 | be
